The ebttg* has been made ia th* 


tine of holding the election by th* peo- 
ple in tbeir sovereign capacity, by an 
amendment to the constitution, and not 
by th* legislature. The people bave 
the power to extend tbe terms of offi- 
cer*, or to abolish (hem even before the 
terns expire. This amendment was 
proclaimed adopted by the governor, on 
November 22,1880. Th* people voted 
for ibis eoutitational amendment under 
a la* which d**l*ced tt should beoome 
*. part of Ike eoDStitutioD from tbe time 
it was declared adopted by the board of 
canvassers—Sec. 7, page 132, Fluid's 
Statutes, 1880. 


Old Section 8 of Article 10 of the 


constitution was then, OB tbe 22d day 
of November, by tbe power of tbe peo- 
ple, taken ont of the constitution, and 
the new Section 8 adopted by them.'pro- 
vjdingfor the election in 1882, was put 
in its place. The legislature, to carry 
ont this provision of the constitution, 
amended^the law BO as to make it read 
tbat the election should be in 1882, 
which law went in force July 1. The 
question suggests itielf, how can we 
have an election for these officers in 
November, 1881, with no provision in 
the constitution or the statute for such 
an election at that time ? The wire- 
pullers are hard at work preparing for 
conventions md declaring that they 
will bave an election and run fall tick 
ets for these officers. Governor Cnllom 
has, in answer to a letter written by an 
officer, given it as nig opinion that un- 
der the amendment the election is to be 
in 1892. 


All action that looks toward our hav 


ing two or three sets of county officers 
in this state is to be implored. Tbere 
are several ways by which this matter 
can be brought before the supreme 
court and a decision obtained before 
November. The governor has in one 
of tbe counties of the state, we think 
it was Perry, appointed, a few weeks 
ago, * county judge to fill tbe vacancy. 
If the jndg* whose vacancy this new 
appointee filled, would bave held under 
the amendment to tbe constitution un- 
til November, 1882, then the term be- 
ing for more dun • year, the governor 
had no authority to fill the vacancy, but 
should hive called an eleetion. It would 
seem that a writ of quo warranto might 
be brought against tbis county jadL 
for him to show by what authority he 
now holds the office, and by entering 
appearance and waiving time, etc., the 
case could be got into the supreme 
court, and a certain decision reached in 
time, or perhaps in view of tbe import- 
ance of the public interests involved if 
a mandamus was brought against the 
governor in the supreme court to com- 
pel him to call an election to fill the 
vaeanoy which he had attempted to fill 
by appointment, and he was to answer, 
enter his appearance, waive the ques- 
tion of jurisdiction and ask the court to 
give an opinion tbe eaie, that they 
would. At least it would be in the dis 
cretion of tbe court to do so. 


In making thin appointment, tbe 


governor being of tbe opinion that un- 
der this section of the constitution tbe 
eleetion is not to be held till next year, 
must also be of the opinion that in 
December the terms of all the count} 
judges in the state will expire, anc 
their offices become vacant, and that he 
can fill them by appointment. Onoe 
concede that there is to be no eleetion 
this fall, then the appointment of this 
county judge can only be justified upon 
the ground that all these offices will be 
come vacant tbis tall and such vacan- 
cies can be filled by the governor 
There are a number of good lawyers in 
the state who are of this opinion; we 
howevor, do not believe (his to be (he 
law.
